Field Marshal 
Montgomery sums the situation up 
succinctly by saying that while the 
battle is "far from over," the Hit- 
lerites "have 
been 
halted, then 


sealed off, and we are now in the 
process of writing them off."

Their communica- 
tions were vastly extended, calling 
for great consumption of gasoline 
and oil to move supplies. 


Once the 
Nazis had retreated 


across France to their Siegfried de- 
fenses, however, their active fight- 
ing front was reduced to some 500 
miles. 


On D-day the Germans had about 


70 divisions in western Europe. De- 
spite colossal casualties they still 
had about the same number of di- 
visions when Marshal Von Rund- 
stedt cracked our line on Decem- 
ber 16. This created the impression 
that they had a big reservoir of re- 
serves. The fact is that much of the 
new strength is far below the old 
in quality. It's made up in part of 
very young and old men, together 
with many physically unfit. They 
are used for gun fodder while the 
first-line troops arc saved for emer- 
gencies.

might swing more than 10 billion 
dollars up or down. 


It all depends on the war — and 


the president refused 
to 
predict 


when the shooting will stop in Eu- 
rope or anywhere else. 


"My only prediction," 
he 
told 


Congress, "is that our enemies will 
be totally defeated before we lay 
down our arms." 


At a moment when "fighting all 


over the globe reaches a climax of 
fury," Mr. Roosevelt sent up his 
annual budget message for the fis- 
cal year 1946 which 
starts 
next 


July 1. 


In it, he estimated total govern- 


ment spending at 83 billions. That 
would be the lowest in three years. 
It's nearly 17 billion below the rec- 
ord spending - of 100 billion in 
the 


fiscal year 1945 which is now half 
over. 


He based the 83-billion figure on 


a ' guess that the war will require 
70 billion dollars. The other 13 bil- 
lions are for: 


1. 
Ordinary 
government 
ex- 


penses. Those would be 
reduced 


from $3,502,000,000 to $3,266,000,000, 
which he called "rockbottom." 


2. Three large items which 
are 


growing fast — benefits to veter- 
ans, interest on the public debt, and 
refunds to taxpayers.

—(ffl— German armies have made 
only Iwo major

American lines in this war —Rom- 
| mel's smash from Faid Pass in Tu- 
nisia Feb. 14, 1942, and on Rund- 
stedt's great winter driving begin- 
ning last Dec. 16. 
It is interesting to note the simi- 


larities between these two 
offen- 


sives, launched with Teutonic thor- 
oughness in each case, and how
